40 Students 
Receive 
Scholarships 


Scholarships of $300 a year for 
teacher education have been 
awarded to 40 students by the 
California Congress of Parents 
and Teachers. These scholarships 
may be renewed up to four and 
one-half years upon establish- 
ment of good standing in schol- 
arship. The Congress has just 
concluded a state-wide contest in 


which 865 students applied. Ap- 
plicants came from i19 high 
schools and 654 junicr colleges, 


colleges and universities, and win- 
ners chose for their teacher train- 
ing courses 13 different educa- 
tional institutions in the state. 

The stipulations for this award 
are that a student must complete 
his education, obtain a credential 
and teach in the public elementary 
schools of California one year for 
every year of award received, or 
the grant becomes a loan repay- 
able to the C.C.P.T. 


The teacher education scholar- 
ship project, financed from _ the 
purchase at $25 each of Honorary 
Life Memberships by local units, 
councils and districts, was initiat- 
ed in 1945. Since that time, a 
number of scholarship winners 
have given service in the teach- 
ing field. A survey in July, 1948, 
revealed 4114 years of teaching 
service had been given to the chil- 
dren of California in return for 
these ee awards.

On two of the biggest issues

has been shoved around, 
though nieither of those 
issue; is definitely settled. 

Republicans and southern 
Democrats have teamed on beth 
issues against the Democrats 
who followed the lead of Mr, 
Truman and the campaign prom- 
ises of his Democratic party. 

Organized labor and Negroes 

one with a big stake in a new 
labor law and the other with 
its hopes pinned on new civil 
rights law--gave huge support 
ta the Truman Democrats in 
the elections. 

For the Trumanites had prom- 
ised both groups to push through 
new laws to their liking, on 
civil rights and on labor. The 
Democrats won control of both 
houses cf Congress, with a ma- 
jority in each.

This bill would keep the Taft- 
Hartley Act, except for a few 
changes, pretty much as it was 
passed in 1947. The Republicans 
contrclled Congress then, al- 
though a lot of Democrats voted 
for the Taft-Hartley, too. 

Seeing they were losing out, 
the Trumanite; yesterday tried 
to get through a compromise 
bill, a little stronger than their 
first one. It got knocked aside 
in a hurry. 

Then the House, with Republi- 
cans and southern Democrats 
joining forces, voted for the 
Wood bill. 

This was a temporary vote. 
The final vote was expected 
today. 

This doesn’t finish the labor 
bill. If the House passes it, it 
d-esn't become law unless the 
Senate also approves it. The 
Senate isn't ready to vote on a 
labor bill yet. 

What it finally will vote for 
is anybody's guecs. But it prob- 
ably will be a lot tougher than 
the Trumanites or labor wanted.

But what to do? 

Well, one thing we could do 
is ask congress to pass a bill of 
rights for childhood. 

There is a lobby in Waching- 
ton for every other group in 
America, from the marijuana 
growers protective associaticn 
to the society against the impor- 
tation of foreign-made manhole 
covers. Yes, they all have a voice 

all except the children. So why 
not a lobby of, by and for the 
kids? 

A gocd children’s lobby might 
be able to break up the worst 
cartel in. the world—the cartel 
of parenthood. Ag it. is now, 
adults tell children how to be- 
have, but children have no way 
in which to compel hare-brained 
adults to live in a responsible 
manner. 

Congress could end this non- 
sense by setting up a national 
sytem of parents’ courts—with 
children sitting as judges.

the world. If they weren’t so 
kind-hearted, they would have 
long ago. 


And why shouldn't they? Who 
commits most of the sins and 
crimes against mankind—chil- 
dren or grownups? 

Well, then, shouldn't chiidren 
rule adults, since adults are the 
most dahgerous troublemakers ? 

Good men would be foolish if 
they all went to jail and turned 
the criminals free. And children 
have been foolish all these cen- 
turies to let themseives be ty- 
rannized b>” adults—aduit; ad- 
dled by their own childish truse 
trations. 

Why do we say ycungsters 
are the hape of tomorrow unless 
their parents are the cespair of 
today? 

Come, little children. Take the 
lead. And the world will follow.
